Certainly the 
present leader of the House would be like- 
ly to faro badly undor persistent "cack- 
ling'' of Irish luombers, hut ho would have 
Iho assistiiiici- of Col. King-Harmon as 
I'.alfoiir bus h.iil i.i the past. What gives 
importance 'o tho report is tho evidence 
it atlbrds that the "dead set" which was 
made against Smith'a leadership last 
session in certain conservative quarters 
is likidy to lovivo. Everybody admits 
the arbitrary and coolness with which ho 
has diHcbaru'cd his duties during a trying 
session, l)Ul in the <iyes of llie yiuinger 
Conservatives, who are dispc.ised to look

It will be veiy largely 
the arbiter of our fortunes, though upon 
ourselves it places the responsibility of 
working them out to a successful ( ondii- 
sion. If the past twelve-month has lieen 
spent in a proper manner, if ue have 
faithfully perforiiieJ our diit ies, as far as 
in us lies, US Christiana, citizens. |iarenls, 
children, as workers in tlie ni.ateii.'il. 
social and religious (levelopineiil id' the 
circles in which our inliueiieu has lieeii 
cast then we bring with us into IS.sS 
_ a grand ground-work upon which 
to build a noble monument, siiould 
the sun of 1889 never rise uimn 
our heads. Should we have failed 
to perform worthily our part in the nat- 
tle of life; should we have nllowud "days 
and inoinents quickly flying" to have been 
unproductive of good; should we tind 
at the end of the year, scanning over our 
lives as most men do, that we h.ive iie;.;- 
lected golden opportunities ami done tlie 
things we should not h ive ilone; shouhl 
we have descended into the depths with- 
out any hope of ever rising again, lt)88 
cornea to ub as a glad messenger telling 
US that a bright future is before us if wu 
■will only make good use of the twelve 
months of its duration. As Tennyson 
has said In those divine lines in his "In 
Memoriam:" 

I hold it trutli, with him who sings 
'I'o ono olearharp in divers tones. 
That men may rise on stepping stones 

Of their dead selves to higher tttluga. 

Looking over the year wo see good ev i 
deuces of progress in what most directly 
concerns ourselves — the province of Brit- 
ish Columbia. Steady growth is mani- 
fested and the future success of our own 
fair land assured. Never in its history 
did it give belter [ironiise id' lieconiing 
worthy yf tliis young Didiiinioii. which is 
striding forward giant-like !■ > an eniinein c 
hitiierto undreamt of. (iuided as it is by 
the hand of the greatest statesman 
Canada ever knew, it is making 
peaceful conquests in the wurhl 
of arts and letters, the true index of a 
nation's success. Its hnancial pusiiion 
bears out this assumption, vvliile from 
Cape Bret«n to Victoria liap|iiiKss .uid 
content reign in the homes of the ]K i,|)le. 
Our own western province, w hose shores 
are laved by the waters of tiie I'acilic, is, 
we believe, comparatively the most thriv- 
ing of the seven sisters. If slie has not 
the Hainu iiiei'i.S'are of wealth, she has leas 
poverty in her midst, ami as 
the holiday time comes around w e aro 
forcibly reminded of this fact. Then do 
the hearts cf men flow with blessed char 
ity for their unfortunate fellows and tlieir 
Yule-tide is made happy by giving mito 
others. In this city and in this province 
this loving impulse has little field for ac- 
tion. There are happily few, if any, 
jioverty-stricken people in our midst, 
if we e.xeepl tliosc who mi 
account of illiies.i have l eell obliged, 
through no fault of their i.iwn, to 
become inmates of our iiosiiilals. No 
man need go without bi-ead for want of 
Work. There is e\'eiy indication tliat a 
large incroaao will be made in our jiupula- 
tion during the year and many waste places 
considerably filled up. Those who intend 
coming are men admirably adapted to the 
wants of the country. We have fish- 
ing interests yet undeveloped. The 
Newfoundlanders who purpose peopling 
the Queen Charlotte Islands will liml full 
scope for tlioir energies tliid ii. i'liey v ill 
bo as much at liomc on the great end lieds 
of the north .is on the t!iand I'.aiilis, ami 
will, wc have iiodoiilil, found a siieces.sfiil 
settlement.. The llighlaml (,'iofters. a 
Ihio class, of men, will also in all prob.aliil 
ity reach this coast during the year. They 
will be a welcome addition to our pujiula- 
tion, and, we have no doubt, will learn to 
love the land of their adoption. Every 
day men and money aro roaehing here, 
indicative of the fact that British (.'oliini- 
bia is destined to booomo a populous and 
rioli province. We are not williuut 
tho.st; who unfortuiialely lake ad- 
vantage of every oiiportuiiily lo deery 
the province in order to jirove satisfae- 
torily to themselves at least, lli.it it is in 
a bankriii>t eoiulition and that its govern- 
ment is composed of self-seeking politi- 
cians unworthy of their position. They 



are akin to the men in Eastern Canada 
who assiduously devoted tliemsolyes to 
tlio task of explaining to the'olectora that 
Dakota and even Texas wore more desir- 
able places of residence that! the Dominion 
of Canada. Like them they have usually 
met the same fate — defeat. The now 
year gives them an opportunity to turn 
over a now leaf and tiuvote their energies 
to assisting in. the jn-ogress of our own 
hind. And witli the advent of 1888 let 
ii.s make new rules for the guidiuice of mir 
daily lives. Many mistakes wo have all 
made during 1887, many errors we have 
been guilty of, perhaps many grievous 
sins wo have comuiittod, but with the 
unsoUed book of 1888 fresh in our hands, 
let us not sully the first page with wrong- 
doing nor lirciilc the solemn pledges 
which sliotild he iiiaile on this day. In 
this country nil things are iiossihle 
to liini who wills. Ili'iv all nieii are 
on the saiiie li'Vel, .and distiiietions 
of liirth, siieh as inili.-ippily exist 
in other countries, are unknown. 
Talent will hero pave out a way for itself 
to success, and from the Premiership 
down Canada's sons can, if they be 
worthy, occupy the highest position 
under the best form of government in the 
world to-day. Let our young men, then, 
to whom 18SS eoiiies lo.-iiled with either 
good or evil, roineniher that if they 
are true to t lieiiiselves only the good 
shall prevail. Ill the woriis of tlie 
sweelest singer our continent has ever 
known — 

Lives of (?roat men nil remind us 
We eaii make our lix'es snbliine. 

And, dei.arl inn. leave behind us 
Fuotprin'.s in Ihesandsnf lime. 

There is no limit lo I, lie possibilities of 
e.-irnest iiiimhood in this country. Tli 
inllillmenl may imt loiiie as i|Uickly a 
we desire. The task may be heavy, but 
It must be renieiiiliered that diflicult 
tilings, in fact, are the only things worth 
lioing, and they are done by a determined 
will and a strong hand. In the field of 
action will is power; persistent will, with 
circum.stancos not altogelhi'i- nnf.avorahle, 
ia victory; nay, in the I'.ice id' cireuiii- 
sianees altogether unfavoi alile, persisten- 
cy will carve out a way to une.vpected suc- 
cess.

The assistance for .quartz mining is partly 
in the nature of a bonus and partly a guiir- 
Butee. Only one company has as yet 
made apalioation for aasisi«nco, and that 
is under the guarantee principle, and ctiii- 
not in any ease oxoiiod .$20,000, the gov- 
ornment taking ample security; and not 
one dollar of public money has been ad- 
vanced, and ))osaibly never will bo. Other 
companies may. and it ia to bo hoped will, 
place themselves in a position to 
chiim assistance under the Act, 
but it is very problematical wheth- 
er there will ever be any charge on 
the public revenue arising under tiiat 
head. The $20,000 towards the Jubilee 
Hospital has already been provided for in 
the i^stimates and voted by the Legislature, 
so that it eaiiiiot be counted in the roduc- 
tiiui of tlio remaining half of the loan. 
But the last sum - the $ 100,000, for the 
luaintenance of the Mounted Police in 
Kooteniiy littingly caps the climax, la it 
possible that our contemporary is ignor- 
ant of the fact that the Mounted Police 
are on federal duty, at federal expense 1 
Such ignorance is really inexcusable. 
Here, then, the terrible array of figures 
with which our evening contemporary 
would gladly sweep avpay the loan are, 
in the light of facts, facts [la- 
tent to the average reader, dissolved 
ami eidiipletely diaajipear. It seoins 
almost iiieredilile that any public journal- 
ist wiuild he so ignorant or so foolish as 
to present such glaring rubbish to his 
readers, and it is certainly a terrible re- 
flection on the Opposition that they 
have recourse to such despicable and in- 
sane tactics for the purpose of misleading 
the oloctoi-s.

Indeed, if eell.ain eon- 
t iiigeiieles, .|iute uilliiii the range nf pos- 
sibility. hap[ieli, these e.xpectations will 
bo considerably more than realized — more 
than half the loan will bo available be- 
yond the current fiscal year. Considei ini,' 
the extensive expenditures upon piiMic 
works which have marked the past two ..r 
tliroo years, it must be admitted that the 
linami.d oiithiok is highly eiieouragiiig, 
and, ,i> we mentioned yesterday, the fact 
Id lliilisli I 'iilumhi.i l.j percent, lioiiils 
lieiiiLj readily llo.ated in the I'aiglisli 
market at [lar ;iml Ihe still more 
si'.rnilic ml fact of these bends 
being ipiotcd at 10(i constitutes 
the moat incontestable evidence of the 
soundii jBS of the financial condition of the 
province, and the confidence English cap- 
italists have in its present management. 
Wo are well aware that a very difTcrent 
picture, a vorj' gloomy iiictiire, is present- 
ed by the organs of the opiiosilion; hut 
it must l)ei|uite clear that the ri'jire.-ienta- 
lions 'd these organs have not exerted any 
iiilluence on the great money mart of the 
world, where our four .and ;i half pei' 
cent.

half lici ondepiisil ;il the hank, drawing 
full iineresl. Thi'se are facts suscep- 
tible of proof, and will be proved 
when the legislature meets. But it may be 
ainusin;; to note the method resorted to 
ou a recent occasion by our veracious eve- 
ning contemporary to make a case against 
the government and prove the province 
to he on Ihe verge of bankruptcy. It 
icpi eseiii s Ihe balance of the million 
Itiaii as being eaten up by ihe following 
ex|iendiltires: .SL'DO,!}!!!) to ihi^ Sliuswa|i 
and Ok.iliagaii railway; I L'0,()l)l) as a 
bonus for ipiailz iiiiniie.; cnmpanies: 
000 to Ihe Victoria Ivoyal .Inliilee hospitiil;

WHKRKAS, it is provideil by law thai Ibe 
nomination for Ulayor and Coiini illiirs 
shall be held on the second Monday in .lanniu j 
in each year, from 12 iii. lo 2 p. lu., and the poll 
ing. If any, on tho Thursday followiiiK from 
10 a. m. to 1 11. ro.; and It is funber 
provided that tho Council shall, in the 
month of Bocerober In each year, appoint a 
Itutunilng Ofllcef, and alidJl aUio nanio the iioll 
iiiK jihices and otherwise arrange for the hold 
ini,' of the coming election; and It is fiirilier 
provided that the polling, if any, at such elec- 
tion shall be hud and taken at such place or 
lilaeesas the Council ahull by By-Law appoint;

S.\.s Fii.v.si isi ii, Dee. 2S.- The steam- 
er < Iceaiiic, which .arrived from Moiig 
Kong and Vukohama to-day, says the I'. 
S. inan-td'-war Omaha reached Nagasaki, 
Japan, November the 23rd, having on 
board the Corean einbasiiy accredited to 
tlie I'niteil States, the disiiateli of which 
the Cliiiiesa ■^overuuieiit recently prohib- 
ited, just as they were on the jioinl of 
leaving. Whether the Chinese eventual- 
ly gave way in the matte;, or \.hether 
the Ooreaiis left in spite of threats that 
China would declare war if her injunc- 
tions wore disregarded, is not stated.
